BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The year 1966 is one which will go down in the his- 
tory of Wentworth as a time when residents paused 
and former residents returned to acknowledge the 
heritage of 200 years. 


The Bicentennial Committee appointed at the Town 
Meeting in 1964 met almost weekly in 1966 with count- 
less smaller meetings and telephone conferences.

All events were sell-outs and reorders were made 
on all souvenirs. There are of course some souvenir 
items still available and all money received from these 
in the future will be credited to the amount returned 
by the committee from the appropriation. 


The committee wishes to take this opportunity to 
express its appreciation to all those who worked on the 
scene and behind it, to make the endeavor the success 
it was and to pass on to those people the many ex- 
pressions of “well done” received by the committee.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Fire records ‘are made by people—those who 
cause fires and those who control them. Your forest 
fire warden, deputy wardens, fire chief and firemen 
have, in spite of a prolonged drought, made one of the 
best fire control records in recent years. Despite a 
very dry spring, we in New Hampshire working to- 
gether, have substantially reduced our fire incidence 
(885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state- 
town organization jointly carrying out pro- 
grams of forest fire prevention, training and 
suppression with dedicated personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control 
program and your individual effort in prac- 
ticing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for im- 
provement. Major problems are still with us; (1) the 
careless disposal of cigarettes; (2) the householder’s 
carelessness in burning rubbish; (3) the failure of 
woodlot owners and contractors to completely extin- 
guish their brush burning fires; (4) failure to extin- 
guish camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing 
with matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland 
to be protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest 
fires in this area and restricted acreage burned to 395 
acres—a fine testimonial to the efficiency and dedica- 
tion of the men who make up our forest fire control 
organization. 
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1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Per- 
mits are not issued between 9:00 a.m. and 
5:00 p.m. except on rainy days. Permits are 
not needed when the ground is covered with 
snow. To minimize risk the best way to dis- 
pose of rubbish is at your authorized town or 
municipal dumping area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 
3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 


4, Most important—Instruct your children that 
matches are not play things.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
1965—1966 
Wentworth Elementary School 


| It is my privilege to report as Principal of the 
Wentworth Elementary School for the initial time. 


It was decided ito revert to the practice of having 
three teachers for the school year 1966-67. Mrs. Olive 
Belyea was again retained as the Primary Grades 
teacher and two new teachers were hired. Mrs. 
Patricia Story, a graduate of Colby College, is the 
teacher for the third and fourth grades; Mr. Glenn 
Dore, a graduate of Boston University, is the teacher 
for grades five through seven and is acting as Princi- 
pal. Mrs. Dorothy Jesseman is again serving as 
Teachers’ aide, on a three-day-per-week basis. This 
arrangement has proved to work out quite well for 
all eoncerned. The total enrollment has remained at 
forty-seven for the school year. 


In December we were fortunate to obtain the 
services of Miss Diane Dickinson, a recent Plymouth 
State College graduate, as music supervisor. Miss 
Dickinson ably assisted the teachers in the annual 
Christmas program, presented on December twenty- 
first. 


Another innovation this year has been the ac- 
quisition of a television set. Channel 11, the educa- 
tional station in Durham, is being utilized by the 
school. Mrs. Story presents French lessons twice 
weekly to grades five through seven. In addition, 
shows in music, language arts and the social sciences 
have been used on various grade levels. 


The lunch program this year is under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Beatrice Hutchins. The federal pro- 
gram enables each pupil to purchase a full meal for 
only fifteen cents. Participation has been excellent. 
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In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the other teachers for their high quality of instruc- 
tion; to Mrs. Hutchins, Mrs. Randall and Mr. Grover 
Breck for their respective roles in making the school 
a better place in which to learn; and to the school 
board, the library staff and many other townspeople 
for their continued cooperation and interest.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 


The Nurse made thirty-six visits to the school 
and eight home visits. She interviewed the Principal 
and teachers and worked in class rooms with the chil- 
dren on each visit. 


She inspected each child’s skin, scalp, teeth and 
checked for symptoms of illness or infectious diseases. 
Hearing tests were done on each child and notices sent 
to parents on all who failed the test advising them to 
see their family doctor with the child. 


A vision screening test was done on each child, 
and notices sent home if necessary. 


Weighing and measuring and health records were 
completed on all children. She registered the _ pre- 
school children and talked with the parents about their 
health. 


When necessary throughout the year, parents 
were contacted by notes, home visits and through tele- 
phone conversations. 


A dental clinic was held for all grades for those 
who needed dental care. 


First Aid supplies were bought and used where 
necessary. Parents were assisted with applications 
for Crippled Children’s Services, Guidance Clinics and 
Sight Conservation. 


The Nurse attended two workshops in Concord 


and the State Teachers’ Convention School Nurses’ 
Section.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


It meant much for the education of your children 
when schools opened in September to again have three 
teachers. It adds to the per-pupil cost but in my opin- 
ion, is well worth the difference in the better education 
that follows through teachers working with smailer 
groups. 


Glenn Dore, who graduated from Boston Univers- 
ity and has taken additional courses at Plymouth State 
College toward his Master’s Degree, was employed to 
replace Mrs. Craig who is teaching elsewhere. Patricia 
Story was employed for the middle grades. She isa 
graduate of Colby College and has taken courses for 
certification in the elementary field. Olive Belyea, 
whose capabilities are known to everyone, completes 
the staff. 


I think you were wise in approving Title 1 funds 
under P. L. 89-10 last year. With them, we have been 
able to employ Mrs. Jesseman as a Helping Teacher 
and to provide a part time music supervisor in the 
person of Diane Dickinson who graduated from Ply- 
mouth State College in November as a music major. 
This type of help is all part of quality education. With 
the funds provided last year under this title, we were 
able to purchase a television set which allows us to 
use educational programs from Channel 11 in Durham, 
New Hampshire. For the first time, we have included 
in the curriculum, elementary French under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Story, who has a good background in this 
field. The course is largely an introductory one but 
should be of considerable help to pupils who later on 
in their educational experience will study this lan- 
guage. 
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Along with our excellent hot lunch program un- 
der the direction of Beatrice Hutchins, I feel we have 
from point of view of pupil-teacher ratio and equip- 
ment as complete and comprehensive small elementary 
school as there is around. 


I was sorry to see that the cooperative school ven- 
ture was not accepted in the district. However, it is 
probable that another study will be instituted some 
time after the March district meetings. If the district 
is desirous of becoming a part of the new study, a new 
committee will have to be elected or appointed at the 
March meeting. 


You have probably heard or read that the Ply- 
mouth School District is considering selling all of 
their school property and buildings to the State of 
New Hampshire for the use of Plymouth State Col- 
lege. If this happens, a new elementary school will 
be built for Plymouth children and a new high school 
constructed. The size of the high school will be 
determined by the number of towns that are willing to 
become a part of a cooperative or AREA school en- 
deavor. When the time comes, this decision will 
again rest with the voters.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S 
SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Anno- 
tated of the State of New Hampshire, requires that 
the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the superintendent of schools as per 
the following quotation: “Reports. Each superintend- 
ent of a supervisory union shall annually prepare a re- 
port of the total salary paid to the superintendent 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and 
each local school district, and their share of same. 
Said report shall be filed with the school board of each 
school district involved and shall be included in the 
annual report of the respective school district as a 
separate entry. A like report and entry shall be 
made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrator, if any isin ser- 
vice in the union.” 


One half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
school for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The salary of $10,850.00 which was received by the 
Superintendent of Schools of Supervisory Union #48 
during the 1965-66 school year was made up as fol- 
lows: $5,000.00 paid by the State of New Hampshire 
and $5,850.00 pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts which now include Warren. Allowances of 
$1,300.00 for travel within the Union was also _ pro- 
rated as stated above.
